1. MEDIA FOCUS ON UNSYG WALDHEIM'S VISIT TO ISRAEL. PRESS 
REPORTS PROMINENTLY WALDHEIM'S APPARENT "REFUSAL" TO COVER 
HEAD AT MEMORIAL TO NAZI VICTIMS, BUT ACCOUNTS GENERALLY 
RESTRAINED AND SUBORDINATED TO SUBSTANCE OF
